January Shipments Of 
Sweaters Down From ‘59 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
Weekly average shipments of 
men’s sweaters in January 1960, 
decreased 29 percent from 
December, 1959, and were nine 
percent lower than January 
1959 shipments, according to 
the U. S. Department of Com- 
merce. 

Ladies’ sweater shipments 
registered a 35 percent decrease 
in January, 1960, from Decem- 
ber of last year and a 16 per- 
cent decline from the compar- 
able period in 1959, according 
to the same government source. 

Average weekly shipments of 
men’s sweaters for the four 
weeks ending January 30, 1960, 
totaled 30,000 dozens as com- 
pared to an average of 42,000

Much of the information given 
by Mr. Bradley was a repeat of 
data contained in technical arti- 
cles that have appeared in KNiT- 
TED OUTERWEAR TIMES in the 
past several months.

Weigh Significance Of ‘Sayelle’ Decision

IN adopting the trademark Orlon Sayelle for its new reversible 


crimp acrylic fiber known up to now as Orlon 21, 


the DuPont Com- 


pany appears to be drawing closer to a settled policy for merchan- 


dising its new fibers under distinctive names. 


It is no secret that 


there has been considerable difference of opinion among DuPont 


executives over the need for and 
wisdom of such a policy. Gen- 
erally aligned on one side of the 
issue are the company’s mer- 
chandising people, some of 
whom have long been pressing 
for applying colorful, euphoni- 
ous names rather than Arabic 
numbers to new fibers developed 
within a generic class. Opposed 
to them are some of the techni- 
cal and development executives 
who see nothing wrong in type 
number designations, despite 
their coldly scientific aura. The 
substitution of Sayelle for the 21] 
in designating the acrylic fiber 
for bulky rib knits has, of 
course, not settled the issue but 
trade reaction to the move will 
no doubt be a factor in the final 
decision. 
Second Trademark 

The designation, Orlon Say- 
elle is the second DuPont trade- 
mark now being applied to an 
Orlon fiber, the other being Or- 
lon Cantrece, the trademark for 
the company’s Type 82 acrylic 
filament yarn. The adoption of 
this new name also comes less 
than a month after the an- 
nouncement by DuPont that it 
had affixed the trademark An- 
tron to a new nylon filament 
yarn possessing a trilobal cross- 
section. The Antron name clear- 
ly was adopted to set the new 
nylon apart from regular Du- 
Pont nylon with the characteris- 
tic polyamide 6.6 round cross- 
section. 

Although not every knitter at- 
tending the Wednesday meeting 
found the name Sayelle especial- 
iy appealing, virtually all fav- 
ored the dropping of the 21 des- 
ignation. The new trademark is 
also expected to meet with the 
approval of Orlon yarn spinners, 
many of whom had complained 
when the corkscrew fiber was 
first introduced that a unique 
name, like Cantrece, had not 
been appended to it to distin- 
guish it from regular Type 42 
Orlon. By dropping the 21 and 
calling the fiber Orlon Sayelle, 
it was pointed out by several 


knitters at the parley, DuPont 
is now better able to set the re- 
versible crimp fiber apart as one 
possessing exceptional proper- 
ties for specific end-uses; in this 
case, bulky knit sweaters. 

The adoption of the name. 
however, raises a number of 
problems for the DuPont Com- 
pany as well as for the knitters 
who use its fibers. For the latter 
it will no doubt complicate their 
labeling and fiber identification 
problems. With DuPont plan- 
ning to promote the name ex- 
tensively in consumer and trade 
advertising, many knitters will 
no doubt want to capitalize on 
the name. This means that their 
labels will require additional ter- 


minology over and above that 
required under the synthetic 


liber labeling act. The difficulty 
can be further complicated for 
the knitter if, in addition, to the 
distinctive DuPont trademark he 
also were to take advantage of 
the special trademarks which 
seme of his yarn suppliers have 
been promoting for the various 
types of Orlon yarns they sell. A 
case in point is a knitter who 
buys the corkscrew acrylic fiber 
yarn from National Spinning Co. 
This yarn supplier sells this type 
of Orlon yarn under the name, 
Vybran. The knitter’s label thus 
may read: “100 percent Vybran 
Orlon Sayelle acrylic fiber yarn.” 


How Far To Go 


For the DuPont Company the 
problem is one of the limits to 
which it can go in affixing spe- 
cial names to its fibers in the 
Orlon acrylic or other general 
fiber classes without confusing 
its direct customers, the yarn 
spinners, and its indirect cus- 
tomers, the knitters, many of 
whom are already sadly bewild- 
ered by the welter of synthetic 
fiber generic designations, trade- 
marks and brand names. The 
problem of compounding con- 
fusion, bad as it is for the:spin- 
ner and knitter, would be ‘even 
worse for the consumer. This was 


particularly stressed by some of 
the knitters at the conference 
last Wednesday. 

Knitters attending the meet- 
ing, in addition to learning 
about the new Orlon trademark, 
were also informed by Dr. K. A. 
Bass, DuPont merchandising 
manager for women’s outerwear, 
that Orlon has been doing re- 
markably well in the knitted out- 
erwear trade ever since its intro- 
duction in 1948. He pointed out 
that in 1953, Orlon represented 
only five percent of sweater out- 
put. Two years later, it ac- 
counted for 30 percent of all 
ladies’ sweaters produced. This 
year, he said, DuPont believes 
that its share of the ladies’ sweat- 
er market will be in excess of 50 
percent. 


Orlon Volume Up 


Although this was not dis- 
closed at the meeting, it was 
learned elsewhere on very good 
authority that 1959 was a ban- 
ner Orlon year. Sales of Orlon 
fiber to be converted into sales 
yarn were up 20 percent over 
1958, with total Orlon fiber 
sales 30-35 percent greater than 
the year before. The higher rate 
of growth for total Orlon fiber 
sales is due chiefly to broader 
uses other than sales yarns and 
to what is described as a healthy 
export business in Orlon. Vol- 
ume was especially higher in the 
coarse denier fibers. The figures 
run somewhat as follows: 4.5 
denier fiber up 60 percent; 6 and 
10 denier fiber up over 60 per- 
cent. These steep increases are, 
of course, explained by the cur- 
rent popularly of bulky knits. 

Dr. Bass also noted at the 
meeting that the so-called family 
of Orlon fibers may soon be in- 
creased by other members now 
in the experimental hopper. No 
hint was given by the DuPont 
executive as to what these new 
fibers are. It is believed that he 
may have had reference to a 
mohair-type Orlon and to an 
Orlon with different dye charac- 
teristics to achieve the contrast 
color effects now being obtained 
by some knitters with Acrilan 
and Acrilan 16. Both fibers 
types are understood to be under 
development, if not evaluation, 
in DuPont laboratories.

Card Control Incorporated On Bentley's Model U0/AE 


A REVISED card control set-up has been incorporated by 
Wm Cotton Ltd, a unit of the Bentley knitting machinery combine, 
on their new Model UO, AE full-fashioned. This unit controls the 


sequence of courses and fashionin 


clipped onto a drum in the center 
piece only 36 holes were re- 
quired to be punched in the 
card. This unit also enables con- 
tinuous production of a front, a 
back and two sleeves to be 
knitted in sequence from a card 
only 18 inches in length. 

The punched card movement 
control system determines, by 
means of electronic counters, not 
only the number of courses and 
fashionings and the fashioning 
frequencies in each garment 
piece, but also initiates the auto- 
matic turn-round between sets, 
the operation of the striping 
chain and, during the dipping 
motions, the cancellation of cer- 
tain unwanted loop-transferring 
movements. 

There are 23 columns in 
which holes can be punched and 
the positions of the holes in odd 
and even columns are staggered 
so that extra large holes can be 
punched without weakening the 
cards. 

A hole in each column serves 
a different purpose. Reading 
from left to right, holes in col- 
umns 1-8 are for counting the 
knitting courses (main cam- 
shaft in left-hand position), holes 
¥-16 for counting the fashioning 
courses or dipping motions (main 
cam-shaft in right-hand posi- 
tion) and holes in column 17-23 
for initiating the racking of the 
control shaft and the operation 
of other parts, such as the strip- 
ing chain. 

As is shown by the illustration 
of the card reader, provided no 
holes are punched in the fash- 
ioning section, a hole punched 
in the first column will produce 
one knitting course before the 
card is advanced to the next 
row; a hole punched in the sec- 
ond column will produce two 
knitting courses and holes 
punched in columns 4, 8, 10, 
20, 40 and 80 will produce 
those knitting courses respec- 
tively. The value in terms of 
courses are added together 
obt:in the required total nur 
ber. It is recommended that the 
sum of the digits in the units 
an. tens column does not ex- 
cee | nine in each case, which

section. For a standard garment 


will permit a maximum of 99 
courses and 99 fashionings to be 
achieved in any one row of the 
card. 

When holes are punched in 
the section that counts the fash- 
ioning courses, i.e. columns 
9-16 inclusive, a hole punched 
in column marked | produces 
one fashioning course, a_ hole 
punched in column 2 produces 
two fashioning courses, and holes 
punched in columns marked 4, 
8, 10, 20, 40 and 80 produce 
that number of fashionings re- 
spectively. Holes punched in the 
knitting courses section in the 
same rows determine the fre- 
quency of occurrence of the 
fashioning courses. 

Thus, if 25 fashionings are 
required at intervals of seven 
courses, holes must be punched 
in columns marked |, 2 and 4 
to give the frequency of fash- 
ioning and in columns marked 
1, 4 and 20 to ensure that 25 
fashionings take place altogether. 
The card advances when the last 
of the predetermined number of 
fashionings has been made. 
Changes of fashioning frequency 
ci made as and when de- 


sired by advancing the card and 
even when the frequency is re- 
quired to remain constant, it is 
usual to control the first fash- 
ioning from the previous row 
and the remainder from the 
next. 

By turning a switch on the 
control panel at the center of 
the machine, the automatic card 
control can be replaced by man- 
ual control at any stage of knit- 
ting. When the yarn cost is suf- 
ficiently high to make the 
procedure economical, such as 
in the manufacture of cashmere 
garments, it is therefore possible, 
if a press-off occurs in any one 
division, to hold up production 
while this pressed off piece is 
run-on again along a convenient 
course and to run the machine 
with manual control of knitting 
and fashioning courses until it 
can revert to automatic control 
on the next row of the card. 

On the card there are seven 
columns marked A-G inclusive, 
in which holes can be punched 
to initiate motions other then 
those of normal knitting and 


fashioning. In all these cases the 
transmission of motion from the 
hole in the card to the operative 
part is wholly mechanical. By 
means of a hole in column A, 
the machine can be stopped at 
any time, if this is necessary;

and a hole in column B puts the 
striping chain in action. The 
automatic control shaft is ad- 
vanced when there is a hole in 
column C. Column G is spare 
and the three remaining columns 
are responsible for cancellation 
of loop shifting movements dur- 
ing certain dipping motions. 

In addition to the points by 
means of which the fabric can 
be narrowed or widened by mov- 
ing selvedge loops inwards or 
outwards, the machine can be 
equipped with points for size 
marking and for the shaping of 
either selvedge fashioned or cut 
fashioned necks. When these ex- 
tra points are fitted they cover 
needles at each dipping motion 
but the work that they would 
otherwise perform can be nulli- 
fied by preventing them from 
making lateral movements. 

Similarly, the selvedge fash- 
ioning points can be prevented 
from either narrowing or widen- 
ng when the marking points and 
the neck fashioning points are in 
actign. Neck fashioning is can- 
celled by a hole in column C,

Trans-American Spins Woolen & Worsted System Yarns 


FALL RIVER, Mass. — Trans-American Spinning Mills is one 
of the few yarn producers in this country employing both the 
American and woolen systems and turns out about one million 
pounds of yarn annually equally divided between 3 to 5 run 


woolen yarn and I 
production under the woolen 
system is made up of Orlon and 
lamb’s wool blends, fur blends 
and Shetlands; Turbo-processed 
high-bulk Orlon and Orlon and 
mohair mixtures are the principle 
fibers spun on the American 
system. 

The plant, founded in 1957, 
is located at 18 Martine Street 
and occupies 42,000 square feet 
on the second floor of a six-story 
red brick building, formerly a 
unit of the American Thread 
Company. All the machinery is 
modern and new equipment has 
been added every year since the 
company’s inception. Plant lay- 
out has been arranged with ex- 
pansion in mind so that addi- 
tional carders, spinning frames, 
pin drafters, and twisting and 
winding equipment may be 
added without moving present 
installations. 

Raw stock is stored in a ten- 
thousand square-foot area where 
a Proctor & Schwartz shredder, 
designed to preserve fiber 
lengths, and a Davis & Furber 
mixing picker are located. 

Mixing for the blends and 
the large number of marls now 
in demand is done sandwich 
fashion prior to the picking op- 
eration. A_ special oil is also 
applied at this stage. Formu-

2 to 26 count worsted yarn. At the present time, 


lated to Trans-American speci- 
fications, the oil has a built-in 
quality that prevents build-up of 
insoluble soap and may easily 
be scoured out by adding one 
pound of soda ash or one pound 
of tetrasodium pyrophosphate to 
100 gallons of water. 

Because of the large amount 
of color work and _ frequent 
changes from one shade to an- 
other, blowers are not used and 
for the same reason the six sets 
of three-breaker Davis & Furber 
cards are lined in two directions 
so that four or five colors may 
be processed at the same time 
without danger of contamination 
from one machine to another. 

The carding machines used at 
Trans-American eliminate the 
Peralta process and the web is 
conveyed from the breast feed 
and first breaker by means of an 
overhead oscillating belt which 
arranges the rovings in eight- 
inch widths. After two finishing 
steps the roving is distributed to 
four spools on each carder by a 
series of tape condensers. 

For woolen system spinning 
the mill has four mules and four 
Davis & Furber ring spinning 
frames, two with 192 spindles 
and two, recently installed, with 
168 spindles, five-inch ring and 


ngs doffed on spools of one of six Davis & Furber triple carders in 
; woolen yarn 


14-inch bobbin. Mules are used 
primarily to spin fur blends on 
10- to 14-inch bobbins. Steel 
racks, made to Trans-American 
specifications, and holding 42 
roving spools are used for stor- 
age until the spools are ready 
for mounting on the spinning 
frames. 

Gilling for American system 
spinning is accomplished on a 
Holdsworth pin drafter which 
straightens and stretches slivers 
to fineness while doubling and 
multiplying the fibers by means 
of eleven drafts. In the case of 
lurbo-Orlon, for example, raw 
stock is delivered in tops of two 
and one-half ounces per five 
yards and treated with an anti- 
static oil. In the first drafting, 
four balls serve one outlet re- 
ducing the yarn to 120 grain. 

Top issuing from the first 
drafting is collected in canisters 
four feet high and re-processed 
through the pin drafter with 
seven canisters serving each 
outlet thereby reducing strands 
to a fineness of 70 grains. 

Rovings of these 70 grain 
slivers are made up on Saco- 
Lowell F 5 roving frames, one 
of 72 spindles and the other of 
60 spindles, with ratchet adjust- 
ment which can be set to handle 
fibers up to 10 inches in length. 
Rovings are received on 10 by 5 
inch bobbins. 

In the roving process, just 
enough twist is imparted to hold 
it together and in the spinning 


the roving strength is doubled 
with two bobbins serving each 
spindle to insure uniformity and 
evenness. The building is 
equipped with temperature and 
humidity controls which are es- 
pecially important at this stage 
of the production. 
Trans-American employs 
Saco-Lowell spinning frames for 
American system spinning and 
uses six 200 spindle-units. To 
distinguish size and content, a 
code system with various colored 
tickets follows each lot through 
each stage from the gilling to 
the final twisting and winding 
onto cones tipped at the end 
with the distinguishing colors. 
Fine mesh plastic screening is 
used to separate the winding and 
twisting departments. For maxi- 
mum efficiency, spun yarn is 
first transferred on Foster 
winders to three and one-half to 
four pound cones with a seven 
inch traverse width and a three 
degree, 30 minute taper. These 
cones serve two twisters of one 
hundred spindles each and the 
spindles are again returned to 
the winders or to the skein 
winders, of which there are 
three, one equipped to handle 
thirty skeins simultaneously and 
two smaller Fidelity machines, 
used principally for worsteds. 
Quality control is maintained 
by testing several times a day for 
breakage, evenness and weight

The bulk of the firm’s business 
now comes from knitting mills 
along the Eastern seaboard, 
served through New England, 
New York and Philadelphia sales 
outlets. 

The company has facilities for 
tow dyeing and dyeing via the 
skein and package routes through 
contract arrangements with sev- 
eral dyeing houses.

Sandt Hydraulic 
Unit Cuts Trims, 
Sweater Bodies 


Sleeves, pockets, ribbed waist- 
bands and sleeve trims, as well 
as complete sweater-bodies, can 
be cut from yardgoods quickly 
and efficiently on the Sandt Hy- 
draulic Die Cutting Machine. 

The unit, imported from West 
Germany, is sold by Montrose 
Supply & Equipment, a division 
of Montrose Oil & Belting Co., 
Inc., Brooklyn, N. Y. 

A variety of fine and coarse 
gauge fabrics may be cut on the 
machine, including wool, cotton, 
Orlon, Ban-Lon, etc. The goods 
are laid up on clicking boards 
up to 36 plies. The board is then 
placed on a table block and a 
die placed on the lay. 

The arm of the machine is 
released by pressing two safety 
buttons simultaneously. A pres- 
sure of 45,000 pounds is uni- 
formly applied and the entire 
body or sleeve is cut out, with 
notches wherever required. 

The Sandt Hydraulic cliches 
requires no special installation, 
needing only a three phase out- 
let. It occupies 42 inches square 
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which is allowed to vary no 
more than three percent of

William Keller Celebrates Golden 
Anniversary In Knitwear Industry 


By DORIS DIAMOND 


William A. Keller, an octa- 
genarian with the demeanor and 
sprightliness of a man at least a 
quarter of a century his junior, 
is this year celebrating his 50th 
year in the knitwear industry. 

He has devoted his energies to 
various facets of the knitted ap- 
parel field since 1910 when he 
entered sweater production in 
Cleveland in partnership with 
his brother, Fritz. 

A native of Germany, where 
he was born on June 25, 1873, 
Mr. Keller came to the United 
States in 1889 and after a six- 
month stop in New York settled 
in Oberlin, Ohio. 

During his stay in Oberlin, 
Mr. Keller was employed in a 
retail clothing store and after a 
year became a buyer. He re- 
calls that big bulky shaker 
sweaters were very popular at 
the time with students at Oberlin 
College. He found himself in- 
trigued by the sweater business 


and decided to enter the knit- 
wear industry himself one day. 

Not too long afterward he did 
so. Following positions as a 
buyer with May Dept. Store and 
Halle Bros., both in Cleveland, 
Mr. Keller went into the manu- 
facture of men’s sweaters under 
the firm name of Keller Knitting 
Co. 

Initial production at the 
Cleveland mill was concentrated 
on shaker stitch models. Mr. 
Keller reflects that “maroon was 
just the thing” during this era. 
The firm finished its shaker 
sweaters by hand and fashioned 
necklines and armholes. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Keller, the firm 
was the first to import Grosser 
single-bed shaker machinery. 

Although Keller Knitting be- 
gan in a small way, the firm was 
doing a $1 million volume by 
1928 and had established a na- 
tional reputation for its mer- 
chandise. Twenty salesmen cov- 
ered the country for the com- 


pany and sold both to large and 
small stores, including smaller 
cities. 

“Prices were, of course, ridic- 
ulously low in comparison to 
today,” Mr. Keller pointed out, 
adding that buying and mer- 
chandising, too, were conducted 
along lines quite different from 
current trends. 

A large Cleveland department 
store, for example, might buy 
sweaters on Friday for retail 
sale on Saturday. It was a pleas- 
ure to do business in the early 
days, however, he explained. 
Mr. Keller remembers working 
in direct and close contact with 
the buyers. 

Keller Knitting was in exist- 
ence until 1935, when the busi- 
ness, weakened by the depres- 
sion, closed down. That year 
Mr. Keller returned to New 
York, where for several years 
he served various knitting mills 
as a designer and in other 
capacities. 

During the late thirties, Mr. 
Keller once again went into 
business for himself in Keller 
Products Co., but a year later 
was wiped out by an explosion. 
At that time, he began oper-

ations as a contractor of cut- 
and-sewn sportswear and in a 
year’s time, at the outbreak of 
World War II was bought out 
by Oldin-Dennis. 

When this partnership was 
dissolved, Mr. Keller became a 
sales representative in the 
knitted trimmings field. 

While on his rounds in 1407 
Broadway during 1954, Mr. 
Keller ran into an old friend of 
his, William Bandes, of Nesco- 
peck Knitting Mills and Mifflin

Keller decided to accept his 
present position, as sales repre- 
sentative for the firms in New 
York City. The company con- 
centrates on styled ladies’ better 
grade goods for the wholesale 
trade and also produces men’s 
sweaters. 

In looking back over the 
years. Mr. Keller recalls a num- 
ber of changes. 

“When I first started, there 
was only one thing—the shaker 
in pullover and coat models. 
Now style has really come into 
the picture. Production on a 
contract basis is also a relatively 
recent innovation in the sweater 
business.”

Men’‘s Wear 


Knit Swimwear, Sweaters Stressed 
At NARCF California Convention 


LOS ANGELES, Calif. — 
Knitwear, sweaters, and Califor- 
nia swimwear dominated retailer 
interest at the recent annual con- 
vention of the National Asocia- 
tion of Retailers, Clothiers and 
Furnishers, here. Arnold 
Michaels of Grodin’s of Califor- 
nia, Oakland, was elected as 
first West Coast retailer to head 
the association. 

According to Louis Roths- 
child, executive director of the 
NARCF, nearly 5,000 retailers, 
exhibitors, and members of the 
press registered for the show. 
This figure almost approximates 
the 5,500 record attendance re- 
corded at the 1959 Chicago 
show. 

The panel meetings were en- 
thusiastically received and are 
now planned as standard proce- 
dure for future conventions. It 
was also noted that many ex- 
hibitors were ‘surprised’ at the 
number of orders, in view of the 
fact that this is not a buying 
show. Most exhibits were pre- 


sented for relations 
reasons. 

Knitted sportswear, including 
jackets, shirts, and shirt-jackets, 
were highlighted in both show- 
rooms and fashion shows. New 
textures and fabrics such as iri- 
descents and corded knits re- 
ceived much attention. Color- 
wise, Olive and gold formed a 
theme throughout all types of 
men’s apparel, with white and 
natural also important. 

Retailers and manufacturers 


public 


agreed that the words shaggy and 


bulky sum up the knitwear story 
for men. This look will show up, 
they say, not only in sweaters, 
but also in knitted sport shirts, 
shirt-jackets and even socks. 
Sweaters are the leading ex- 
amples of the shaggy and bulky 
look. Most are of heavy yarn, 
with coarse gauge construction. 
The heavier the look the better. 
In reality many of this year’s 
sweaters are lighter in weight

Cardigans and sweater coats 
seem headed for another big year 
this Fall, if retailer predictions 
hold true. A variety of style in- 
novations such as shawl collars, 
double-breasted effects, conver- 
(ible, square, or boat necklines 
dominate sweater styles. 

Knit shirts, show the Con- 
tinental influence to a great de- 
gree. Flaring spread collars, 
tapered body-hugging cuts and 
unusual closures are prime ex- 
amples of the European touch. 


Knit Swimwear 

In swimwear, the concensus 
is that knits are more import- 
ant than ever. The shirt-jacket 
continues to grow in favor. It 
can be mixed or matched with 
woven fabrics and cut-and-sewn 
trunks. Many of these shirt- 
jackets are terry lined. 

Trunk lengths include brief 
Bikinis, 17-inch outseam mid- 
lengths which reach about half- 
way between the regulation Ha- 
walian fly-front and knee-length 
trunk and calf-lengths. 

Coordinates are featured for 
poolside, patio or resort wear, 
often combining knitted and 
woven fabrics. The groups in- 
clude shirts, shirt-jackets, swim 


trunks, shorts, slacks and hats. 

Delegates to the convention 
held a series of panel discussions 
on phases of merchandising in 
the men’s and boys’ wear indus- 
try. The discussions included 
improved selling, advertising 
and financing of retail opera- 
tions. 

Of special interest to manu- 
facturers was the panel discus- 
sion entitled, Relations with your 
Resources. One concrete pro- 
posal, endorsed by all delegates, 
was that manufacturers adopt a 
uniform size for catalogues, 
brochures and bulletins, to pro- 
vide an easy filing system where- 
by retail clerks can locate infor- 
mation more easily. 

A retailer-panel member out- 
lined the following points for 
better manufacturer-retailer re- 
lations: The manufacturer's re- 
presentative should give a short 
talk to retail salespeople about 
twice a year, to help them learn 
the products good points; Better 
point of sale displays should be 
provided; Salesmen should not- 
ify retailers in advance of arrival 
so the retailer can plan his time 
more efficiently; When a retailer 
visits a salesman’s showroom, he 
should not have to wait while

fashioning at garment selvedge 
by a hole in column D and size 
marking by a hole in column F. 
This important feature makes 
possible independently fashioned 
neck and armholes. 

The automatic control shaft 
is put into action for rib transfer 
or welt turning, to determine the 
directions in which the fashion- 
ing fingers move and whether 
single or two needle movements 
take place, also to introduce 
slack courses. After the first 
racking movement of the shaft 
has been initiated by the card 
one or more additional move- 
ments can be made independ- 
ently of the card. These take 
place at successive revolutions 
so long as a bluff is kept out of 
working position. 

By means of five racking 
movements of the control shaft 
all the necessary movements 
concerned with automatic welt- 
turning can be obtained, two to 
pick up the sinker loops at the 
start and three more to transfer 


these loops to the needles aiter 
the necessary length of fabric 
has been knitted. As rib transfer 
requires only two of these rack- 
ing movements the shaft is turned 
idly through the remaining three, 
these being made at successive 
revolutions of the main cam- 
shaft. 

The standard card for con- 
trolling the movements in the 
manufacture of a garment piece 
is 10 inches in length. It is 
clipped into position on a perfo- 
rated drum which advances one 
row at a time at intervals as 
determined by the positions of 
the holes in the counting sec- 
tions. During the time that the 
machine is making the roving 
courses at the end of each set 
of garment pieces, a separate 
device takes over from the card 
and the counting is done me- 
chanically while the card is 
moved back to its original posi- 
tion. The reversing movement 
takes place at the rate of three 
rows of holes per revolution of 
the main camshaft. 

Instead of separate cards be- 
ing punched for the back, front 
and sleeves of a garment, a 
single card can be prepared 
which will make all the parts of

one garment before making any 
of the parts for the next. As a 
rule the length of this card will 
necessitate making it up into a 
small endless band. This alterna- 
tive method of procedure ensures 
better size fitting of pieces during 
making-up, especially in the case 
of garments made from textured 


~ synthetic yarns where relaxation 


is a function of time. 

Each set of garment pieces is 
made from virtually the same 
part of the yarn package and if 
the product from each knitting 
head is kept separate, mis- 
matching of color or texture is 
eliminated. It also helps to avoid 
a bottleneck in looping. 

The card control system is 
said to lend itself readily to the 
manufacture of garment pieces 
in rotation and the fact that the 
carrier stops on the Bentley- 
Cotton UO/AE machine will 
automatically re-set in either di- 
rection to any desired extent, 


ranging upwards from a single 
needle, is claimed to be of great 
importance in this connection. 
Automatic re-setting by racking 


inwards is not a general feature | 


of modern machines, but on the 
Bentley-Cotton unit it is of spe- 
cial value when changing repeat- 
edly from bodies to sleeves. Ad- 
justment of width changes is 
made by the knitter easily and 
quickly while the machine is in 
operation. 

Whether used to produce con- 
tinuous sets of one garment piece 
or several pieces comprising one 
complete garment in rotation, 
the card as a movement control 
device is claimed to possess 
many advantages over other

stances require. More than one 
card can be punched at once if 
desired. A card in working po- 
sition on the machine can be 
replaced in a matter of seconds. 

Th latest version of the auto- 
matic rib transfer on the machine 
was also demonstrated. Under 
production conditions, the low 
conveyer appeared safe and re- 
liable and so positioned as to 
give full automaticity from sim- 
ple and orthodox movements. It 
is the knitter on this machine 
who loads the rib transfer bars 
from a position where he has an 
unobstructed view of the knitting 
heads and yarn supply. He also 
controls the conveyor movement, 
but only during the loading of 
the bars. 

Turn Round Movements 

The entire turn-round move- 
ments between pieces, with 
their carefully timed operations 
of racking-out, garment draw- 
off, thread catching and severing, 
overlap to the correct degree to 
reduce standing time to a few 
seconds. In this sequence, prob- 
ably the most interesting of all 
is the moment when, shortly 
after the knitting on to the ribs 
has started, the train of transfer 
bars automatically accelerates 


gently away from the front of 
the machine and moves to the 
back.
